The two-point incicase for butter brings the cost to ten points per 
pound.

It was stated officially that Ger­ 
man troops now have been identi­ 
fied all along the entire front in 
northeastern Sicily w*here they are 
attempting to build a dike across 
the tij) of the island to block the 
invasion gates to Italy. 
Enemy losses skyrocketed in the 
central and southern portions of 
the line and a number of German 
battalions lost half of their effect­ 
ive strength in attempts to batter 
back th** relentless forward rush of 
the Allied troops who swept in a

Sicily, 
The Canadians bore the brunt 
of the operation and made gains 
against the heaviest opposition, and 
the Allied communique said the 
American advance, too, was pro­ 
ceeding "according to plan." 
However,

were 
managing to stiffen their resist­ 
ance as the Americans drove into 
the harder core of the enemy’s 
defense positions. 
Medium bombers attacked rail­ 
way communications at Marina Di 
Paola in southern Italy while light 
bombers and fighter-bombers con­ 
tinued the assault upon shipping 
in .Sicilian harbors and on road 
communications on the island, the 
Allied communique said. 
On the night of July 25-26 the 
[Hilt of Milazzo, Sicily, was a t­ 
tacked by medium bombers and 
torpedo-carrying aircraft sank an 
enemy merchant vessel in the Tyr­ 
rhenian Sea. 
In addition to the 21 JU-52'a 
shot down in offensive sweeps over 
the Messina area on July 25. Al­ 
lied fighters shot down 8 of the 
enemy escort planes. 
Except 
for the central sector 
where Americans and Canadians 
beat hack German counter-assaults 
and then advanced themselves, the 
battle of Sicily appeared to be 
passing through an interim period 
in which both sides were gathering 
strength for a showdown. 
Activitj 
on the Catania front 
where the Germans are fighting to 
hold the gateway to the Messina 
escape port was still confined to 
patiol action.

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ROOSEVELT VS. DEWEY? 
President Roosevelt and Governor Dewey of New 
York will be the presidential candidates in 1944 in the 
opinion of George Creel, veteran political writer. 
In a 
signed article in the current issue of Collier s CV eekK 
he states that Democratic leaders are convinced no one 
but the president would have a ghost of a chance of 
winning against Mr. Dewey, and that the New York 
governor will be drafted by the Republican convention. 
“Masterminds of both parties, backed into dark cor­ 
ners, one and all agree that his (the president’s) re­ 
nomination is a foregone conclusion.” writes Creel, and 
then outlines the strategy he believes will lead to Gov­ 
ernor Dewey's nomination. 
“All emphasis will be placed on the candidacies of 
Willkie and Bricker. In the hour of decision, however, 
when these two gentlemen have obliged by cutting each 
other’s throats, Governor Dewey will be drafted by a 
unanimous call from the party—a call that will not 
admit of refusal. 
And with Earl Warren, the hard­ 
hitting, highly competent governor of California, as his 
running mate, what better combination would be 
desired?” 
Creel states that in spite of an expected vigorous 
“stop Roosevelt” drive, no other Democrat has a chance 
of nomination because no other Democrat could possibly 
beat Governor Dewey in the opinion of party leaders. 
“As they see it, there is only one possible campaign 
issue,” he wTites, “only one hope of Democratic victory 
in 1944, and that is the catastrophic result of the people 
decide to ‘change horses in midstream.’ 
If the war 
is still on, it will be pleaded that a continuity of admin­ 
istration is essential to its successful prosecution. 
If 
hostilities have ceased, it can be argued that only Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt, the real author of the Atlantic Charter, 
will have the knowledge and the authority to contend 
successfully for America’s objectives at the peace table.’’ 
Creel outlines the Republican strategy as follows: 
“If the war is still on, they will pledge a more vig­ 
orous and effective prosecution by taking military de­ 
cisions away from a White House coterie, putting con­ 
trol in the hands of a supreme war council. They will 
guarantee consideration of the war as a whole, empha- 
cizing the Pacific area no less than Europe and North 
Africa.”

II WASHINGTON — In the corn­ 
e t ing battle of rubber between 
synthetic and natural, if there 
were nothing more at stake than 
the development of a new indus­ 
try which would further increase 
the world leadership and inde­ 
pendence of the United States,

would be no argument. 
Those battling for concentra­ 
tion on the development of nat­ 
ural rubber in the Western Hem­ 
isphere argil'- that such wouldn’t 
be the case at all. 
Their summary seems to add 
up to these contentions; 
(1) That synthetic rubbers can 
never be produced as cheanly as 
natural and that high tariffs and 
direct sir idles will have to be 
establish eel to protect the indus­ 
try' against natural rubber com­ 
petition. The result: John Q. Tax­ 
payer will get it in the neck 
again, while an infant industry 
grows to lusty manhood and its 
parents get rich. 
(2) That the agricultural lab­ 
oratory can 
produce 
in 
I atin 
America cheaper rubber and bet­ 
ter strains than have been given 
the world thus far. Even natural 
rubber that will do the few 
th in cs for which only synthetic 
u 
now 
(3) That hemispheric prosperi­ 
ty, by returning to Latin America 
the natural 
r u b b e r industry 
which was thriving there before 
the British and Dutch took it to 
ti e South Pacific, will more than 
offf.et any sacrifices the United 
Slates will have to make in lend­ 
ing a helping hand and foregoing 
the development of another sub­ 
sidized industry.

'OR a full exposition of the sub­ 
ject, I refer you to Dr. Earl

He can 
explain why Hevea trees are the 
most practical over nearly all of 
the equatorial area; but he won’t 
leave out Castilloa. which is im­ 
portant to some sections of Mex­ 
ico and the West Indes, or Cr.vp- 
tostegia,

yield and produce a ton of rub­ 
ber to the acre. 
All of these factors go into the 
argument for natural rubber. War 
or peace, the battle will come to

The five statesmen are Wendell L. Will­ 
er, Republican presidential candidate in 
1940; Henry A. Wallace, incumbent Vice- 
President of the United States; Sumner 
Welles, Undersecretary of State, and Her­ 
bert Hoover and H ugh Gibson, the former 
an ea-president, and the latter once Am­ 
bassador to Belgium 
"Prefaces to Peace” ie a symposium on 
what these American leaders foresee for the 
post-war world. Included in the single vol­ 
ume are Mr. Willkie’s "One World," the book that broke all modern 
publishing records; "The Problems of Lasting Peace,” by Mr. Hoover 
and Mr. Gibson; Vice-President Wallace’* "The Price of Free World 
Victory," adapted from his new book "The Century of- the Common 
Man," and Mr. Welles’ "Blueprint for Peace,” adapted from "The 
World of the Four Freedoms.” 
Each of these works differs widely from the others on what plans 
the authors advocate for the establishment and maintenance of peace, 
once the war is over, but all of them are agreed on one point at least: 
that the planning for the post-war world must be undertaken now, 
even while the war is going on, otherwise, even though we win the 
war, quite possibly we may lose the peace.
